
OBJECTS TO JUDGE WOFFORD

DR. J. D. GODDARD AVI LI. ASK FOR A
SPECIAL JUDGE.

Slayer of Fred J. Jackson Alleges
That the Criminal Judge la Prej-

udiced Asmlnxt Him Case
. 'Will Come Up Monday.

Messrs. Beebe & "Watson, attorneys lor
Dr. J. D. Goddard. indicted lor murder in
the first degree, lor killing Fred J. Jack
son, yesterday filed in the criminal court a
notice to the state that on next Monday,
when the Goddard case will be called, they
will file application lor a special Judse, on
the ground that Judge TVofford is preju
diced against Goddard. The state will not
resist the effort to get Judge "Wofford off
the Tench, and Judge Wofford will In all
probability grant the application lor a
special Judge. He could hardly do other-
wise, and could hardly try the case in the
face ol affidavits charging him with preju-
dice.

The Goddard case bids lair to be almost
as celebrated and certainly as sensational
as the Schlegel case. Jackson, the mur-
dered man, was the husband of Mrs. Lizzie
Jackson, proprietress ot the Jackson laun-
dry. Though not her family physician. Dr.
Goddard frequently called upon Mrs. Jack-
son, and tho husband repeatedly protested
against the lislts o the doctor, who ran
a drug store at Independence aenue and
Locust street. It is popularly supposed
that the drug store was practically bought
by Mrs. Jackson. Certain it ia that the
had advanced him large sums ot money.
Her husband had deeded to her the laun-
dry busines which he had built up and to
trhlch hp hml uiven the best years ol his
l!le, literally working his eyes out in caring
lor the property.

GOOD MANAGEMENT.

Priests of Pallas Receiving- Many Con- -
From People tn

Other Tovrns.
President J. P. Loomas, ol the Priests ol

Pallas Association, has received many let-

ters ol congratulation and flattering news-
paper notices, of the late festivities held in
the cltyi Onejiewspaper notice particularly
pleasing to him came in yesterday Irom J.
C. Riley. Jr.r editor ot the Blade, at Black
Rock; Ark: "It-sai- d:

"The dozen or more ol our home people
who attended the lestlvities.in Kansas City
this year pronounce it the biggest crowd,
the best time and tho finest city they ever
saw. Kansas City not only knows how to
attract guests, but also how to entertain
them alter they get-- within the gates
of the city. Through the Blade many of our
citizens received handsome souvenirs and
an invitation to attendthe Priests of Pallas
ball. Nearly all ol them accepted the invi-
tation; this meant that a dozen ot our peo-
ple, business men and their wives, went to
Kansas City, a distance of 090 miles, to en-J-

tho festivities. These people, as a mat-
ter of course, spent many dollars while
there, not onB in the way of stocks of
goods, but as presents, mementoes and so
on. At the time the B'ade was in corre-
spondence with the president of the Priests
of Pallas It also dropped a line to the pres-
ident of the Veiled Prophets at St. Louis,
to which no response e er came. St Louis
is only about 230 miles distant, but not one
of our citizens attended the festivities there.
All of this goes to show that it not only
pays to advertise, but it does pay to pay
some attentloh to such wideawake papers
as the Blade."

A letter was received from Walter Har-
rington, of the Carthage Light Guard band,
of Carthage, Mo., in which he said the Mis-
souri Racillc agent at that place reported
that twenty times as many tickets were
sold there to Kansas City as to St. Louis
during tho festivities at the two places.

MAYOR JOXES' VIEWS OJT THE
QUESTION'.

No Reason for the Republicans to Re-

cede From Their Position Whnt
Joe Shnnnon ct Al Are

Trjlng to Do.

Mayor Jones and trio nine Republican
members of the upper house and the Re-

publicans of the lower house are still de-

termined to prevent the accomplishment of
the proposed extension of the city limits
to the Big Blue river, with Its attendant
litigation and other complications. Dis-

cussing the matter yesterday. Mayor Jones

"I fail to see why the Republicans should
recede from the position they have taken in
regard to extending the city limits, which is
the taking in of Westport alone at this
time. I am convinced that they are right
in refusing to mix it up with the extension
on the east. Those who desire that exten-

sion can be accommodated at the regular
municipal election next spring without ad-

ditional expense to the city. If the Blue
proposition is voted upon at that election,
no increase in the number of judges and
clerks and challengers will be necessary.
Should this extension be knocked out by the
supreme court, as I firmly believe It will
be, the only expense attending it will be the
cost of defending the suits that will be
brought by citizens residing between the
Blue and Falrvlew avenue. A hen it is
knocked out. the extension that takes in
Westport will still stand, as there is no
reason why It should be annulled a large
majority of the voters ol that city having
voted in lavor of coming into Kansas C t.

"It was thought advisable when the lim-

its were to be extended to take in a strip
along the east side ol the city that is well
peopled and that with the natural growth
of the city In that direction would be avail-
able for city purposes. That proposition
was killed by the five Democrats in the
lower house. Then, by way of compromise,
the Republicans favored taking in Westport
alone, but two ordinances to that end were
voted down in the lower house by the Dem-
ocrats. At the last meeting ol the council
on Monday night the upper house again
passed an extension ordinance, making the
fourth to take In Westport, and this ordi-

nance will go before the lower house at its
nIanyeo"our best constitutional lawyers
contend that an extension to the Blue will
not be upheld by the supreme court. Now
look at the situation presented by the at-

tempt that is being made'by the Democrat-
ic minority to annex the territory between
Falrvlew avenue and the Blue. The people
residing In this territory to not want to
come in. in tact, mey aru uuoutura,

litigation il annexed to the city.
Yet the Democratic push is determined to
force them in. They are to be annexed
whether they will or no.

"Isn't this a nice thing for the fair mind-
ed people of Kansas City to contemplate?
If we obey the dictates ot Joe Shannon,
Frank 'Walsh, the two police commission-
ers and the rest of tho Democratic push
wo will go forth into this territory and ex-

tend our municipal government over their
wheat and corn fields and potato patches
and force them to pay taxes based upon
values that are largely fictitious. I regard
this as a violation ol every right that
these people have under the constitution
and laws ot the state. It would be an out-
rage to compel them to come into Kansas
City against their will and at the hazard
ol losing their property holdings through
inability to pay municipal taxes.

"To show how deeply interested the
Democratic push is in getting this territory
in so as to get the Democratic vote there-
in the spring, it Is only necessary to call
attention to the lact that the resolution In
favor ol going to the Blue adopted by the
Commercial Club last night was Introduced
by Police Commissioner Scarritt. But if
this territory is forced In the Democratic
push will find that it has made a serious
political blunder, for the people living
there will not only fight the extension in
the courts, but they will make a strong
effort to slaughter the Democratic city
ticket next spring. Several Democrats who
live and own property in that territory
have declared that It they are gobbled up
and forced into Kansas City they will
fight every man on tho Democratic ticket.
The Democrats have brought politics into
this extension matter, and they will hae
to bear all the odium that attaches to It.
I want an extension that will stand the
test of the court, nothing more, nothing
less.

"Can anyone give a plausible reason why
we should jeopardize the annexation of
Westport and involve it in litigation In
order to increase the Democratic vote next
spring? Even If It were to increase the
Republican vote, knowing, as I do, that
the supreme court would declare tho ex-
tension to the Blue Hlesal, I would not
favor It, for the making of such an ex-
tension would react upon the party andput It in a hole that it would not be able
to crawl out of In a dozen years.

"The Blue extension means stagnation of
public Improvements in Westport and the
territory east of the present city limits.
Contractors won't take our special tax
bills, and the people In the annexed terri-
tory won't pay taxes. In the meantime
Kansas City will bo compelled to pay the
interest upon Westport's bonds. Look at
the difference between the territory east
of Falrvlew avenue and that in Westport.
In the latter place nearly all the streetsare payed and sldewalked and-th- e resi-
dences and busingss houses are supplied
with gas and electric lights. They are alsosupplied with water from the Kansas City
water works. In the territory east of Fair-vie- w

avenue the streets are roads
lined by trees and brush and without side-
walks. There are only a few spots thatshow any signs of Improvements. If thisterritory Is taken In Kansas City cannot
afford to put on fifty or seventy-fiv- e addi-
tional policemen to patrol It. It cannot
afford to build police stations and fireengine houses and put fire companies Inthere, and it cannot afford to extend watermains and establish gas and electric lights
In that territory. The county court Is now
macadamizing some of the roads betweenFairview avenue and the Blue, and if Itis taken in this work will stop and thedramshop fund will be spent elsewhere by
tho county court."

Sewer Improvements.
Tho superintendent of streets was orderedby the board ot public works jesterday to

construct a hanging door over the mouthof the Main street sewer at the foot ofGrand avenue. Alderman Morgan com-
plained to the board that tho smell fromthe sewer was very offensive and that itsgases were endangering the public health.Owing to the low stage ol water in the Mis-
souri river the sewage from this and otherlarge sewers Is not carried away.

The superintendent was also instructed toreport to the board the number of dead
ends of sewers in the city needing Hushing
tanks.

Don't Want Its Tracks Used.
The upper house street and alley commit-

tee met yesterday morning and considered
the ordinance granting a thirty years'
franchise to the East Side Street Railway
Company. The question at Issue was
whether the company should be allowed touse the tracks of the Northeast Street Rail-
way Company from the west side of Wal-
nut street to Grand avenue. The officials
of the latter company were present andprotested against allowing the joint use of
its tracks.
